-'than has been the:custom. In the na- 
.-ture of the case it is not possible for a 
iSOvernpr just entering upon the duties 
-of office to lay before the-legislature a 
.-eatisfactory statement of the financial 
i-affalrs of the state. After having served 
•one term, therefore, it is more plainly 
'•tis duty to pl-esent these matters in a 
-elear and comprehensive form; and in 
^;his connection I am impelled to sug- 


'•' ...gest—although- an innovation upon es- 
" tablished practice—that it would be. an 
'advantage.' to the legislature, and also 
.-•to the incoming executive if it were the 
. d u t y of the 'retiring governor to -ad- 


-dress'to the legislature a message, cov- 


; ering fully the condition of public busi- 


Jiess; .-with such recommendations as his 


.' experience and. . observation in 
office 


might commend to his judgment. The 
«experience and observation of an exec- 
utlve -who has served two or four-years, 


' .-and embodied in such a-message, could 


not fail to-be beneficial to the iegisla- 
.-ture arid'helpful to his successor. This 
-would not. in. anywise .supersede the 
.•message of the incoming governor, who 
•woiild be at liberty to make recommen- 
•dations, from hfs OAvn standpoint, and

standing oh the'part of the people of

"derstanding is essential to its members; 
^and if the state 'is. to continue to be 
successful in raising the, large sums 
necessary to carry on its functions,

*upply the money clearly understand 
the necessity Atherefor and the detail 
•of its disbursement.

"I shall endeavor to present to you

*lve, and as brief as the'subject will 
.-admit. 


"The state has certain well-defined 


reources of income and avenues .of ex- 
penditure. Its income is derived from: 
Interest on trust funds for educational 
purposes, annual tax levies for any 
--and, all, purposes, suit tax from coun- 
ties, fees from life, fire, accident and 
'guaranty insurance companies, from 
Tailway, street railway,•• sleeping car, 
telegraph, telephone, loan and trust 
atnd boom companies, and from the land 


, 
office. 
Then there are miscellaneous 


-•sources which include, for instance, in- 
"terest on bank deposits; that is, money 


• belonging to ~the general .fund, which 


-the state treasurer deposits in various 
banks and receives interest thereon; 
-appropriations by the general govern- 
ment to the state veterans' home; 
hawkers' and peddlers' licenses: pub- 
lishing bank statements; fees 
from 


"bank examiner's office; penalty and ad- 
vertising 
of contracted state lands; 


•sale of books by" the superintendent of 
public property; sale of books by the 
superintendent of public instruction; in- 
corporation fees; fines for violation' of 
same laws; fees for sale of land; tres- 
. pass penalties, etc." All the 
money, 


therefore, that the state receives for 
the purpose of carrying on the state 
•government in all.-its various depart- 


. -ments comes from the above mentioned 
^sources.

"The Interest on the trust fund in- 


''-cludea Interest on the common school 


fund, .normal school, university fund 
• <the latter including again agricultur- 
;al college funds), and interest on the 
drainage funds. 
These funds, which 


-are known as trust funds, and the in- 
terest received on which goes to. their 
^respective departments'; come first from 
the sale of lands which were granted 
by the United States government, for 
the purpose..indicated by the title of 


..'.•the funds or designated by the statute. 


•The second, item given:as a source -'of 


.is:.Hie :pj3nual'>ta.x«.lev.y. This. 


as' wm ne readny umiarstooa, varies 
according to the needs'of the case. The 
third item, the suit tax, as the name 
indicates, is: the amount received from 
the various counties as taxes on civil 
suits begun in the. courts.. This also 
varies somewhat, running at the pres- 
ent time something over $7,000 a "year. 
The fees from Insurance and guaranty 
companies also :vary, but 'are running 
during the last, few years .from. $125,000 
a year upward. The fees from the railr 
way companies, which are paid in lieu 
of all taxes, are by far the largest 
source of the state's income. Those re- 
ceived from the palace and sleeping car 
companies are, like the railway com- 
panies'; fees, in lieu of all taxes, but the 
amounts .received are .not large The 
state received in the neighborhood of 
$10,000 each from the telegraph and tele- 
phone companies, and lesser amounts 
from the loan and trust companies and 
the boom companies in the way of fees. 


]£xpeucliturcs of the Stute.: . 


"The state . expenditures are made 


through four avenues,''"which may be 
specified as .administrative, legislative, 
judicial and educational. 
..'.'. 


"First, money-is expended,for admin- 


istrative purposes; that is, for the cost 
of carrying on the state government, in 
its various forms, as represented by 
the direct disbursements in the Capitol 
building at Madison, including expenses 
<n charitable and penal institutions. The 
se«:oncl is legislative expenses—the cost 
of the legislature. . Third, the educa- 
tional expenses, .within this being in- 
.eluded the amount distributed to the 
different counties for the maintenance, 
of the common schools, the high schools,' 
the manual training schools, and the 
day schools for the deaf; the cost of 
maintaining the university; the cost of 
maintaining the state normal schools. 
Fourth, the expenses of maintaining the 
judiciary of the state, including the cir- 
cuit courts and the supreme court. 


"The above classification ,1s an arbi- 
trary one, but i t will be. seen at once 
that it is comprehensive;, that the state 
pays out money only through these 
four avenues. 
. 
. 


"Here, then, are two facts; first, that 


the state has--certain sources . of 
in- 


come; and second, that every dollar ex- 
pended through-the state treasury for 
any purpose must go through one of 
the four avenues indicated. 


"Before going further, another fact 


should be stated in order "to make-more 
comprehensive this review: Wisconsin 
has no bonded indebtedness^ technically 
speaking, and yet the state owes on cer- 
tificates of indebtedness $2,251,000. This 
debt was contracted for war purposes 
between 1861 and 1865. The state first 
rafsed money ,by selling its bonds;-.later 
these bonds were redeemed by.money 
accumulated in the trust .funds, and 
certificates of indebtedness given to the 
several trust funds representing the 
amounts borrowed. 
The state pays, 


therefore, on. certificates of indebted- 
ness, back into these funds, the sum of 
£157,500 annually, the Interest being at 
the rate of 7 per cent. _This interest in 
one of the :items "of disbursement from 
the general fund. 
'In Making Appropriations* 
"I'think there never has.beenjpresent- 


ed to the legislature at the beginning 
of the session an estimate In the nature 
of a budget showing the necessary ex- 
penses lor.the current biennial period, 
together with a statement of the state's 
fixed income. 
It has seemed to me, in 


studying tSe receipts. and disburse- 
ments of the various .departments, that 
it is necessary, if the legislature is to 
vote Intelligently upon appropriations, 
to have prepared for each legislative 
session such a statement. 
Inasmuch 


as the biennial period of 1899 and 1900 
has already begun,and some expendi- 
tures for it have already been made; 
no accurate or binding statement can 
be given force at this time for the first 
half of that period. 
However, it has 


seemed best to me to present these»es- 
timates and statements in the hope that 
hereafter all appropriations will be 
made upon the basis of estimates, and 
be binding to the extent that no con- 
siderable expenditures can be made in 
any department beyond the 'estimates 
furnished at the opening of-each bi- 
ennial session of .the legislature. 
It 


is not necessary for me to enlarge upon 
this. 
If the legislature is to make 


appropriations, .it should first of all as- 
certain as accurately as possible the 
fixed income of the state, and'.thus 
know whether it is necessary to make 
special provisions to meet them; and 
should have estimates so carefully pre- 
pared as to be practically correct, o"

would still exist between the Unite:" 
States and Spain, although there are n 
opposing armies in the field and no bat 
ties are being fought. 


There is no precedent in history fo 


such a condition of affairs, 
There ca 


be no actual peace until the treaty i 
ratified,by the legislative bodies of bot 
nations. Hostilities have ceased unde 
the provisions of the protocol, nothin 
more. The declaration of WM sti 
stands until it is rescinded by the satn 
authority, which declared it. 


The president and his supporters . are 


still ear) guino that the treaty will be ap- 
proved, and Senator Dnvris will admit of 
no doubt on that score. Yet it . cannot 
be denied.that the opposition to the 
treaty is gaining strength daily. Tn 
both, parties expansion is being de- 
nounced as.a long step towards imperi- 
alism, and when the vote is taken the 
result promises to be close unless, some 
of the senators change their midds. • ' • •

There Should be beautiful pictures in 
the home, but it is far more important 
that they should be in the school room 
because there they are an inspiration to

In the 
kindergarten and first, second and third 
grades there should be nature pictures,

TO MEET THE SHORTAGE. 


Honey Transferred from the Trust Fund* 


1'or Thirty Days. 


"This shortage in the general fund 


caused by the extraordinary expendi- 
tures, it, was found necessary to pro- 
vide for temporarily in order to meet 
the current expenses for the closing 
month of the year. Although there was 
no authority for doing so, I requested 
the state treasurer -to transfer from the 
trust funds for a period of thirty days 
whatever amount was necessary to pay 
the current bills for December; and-we 
were thus enabled to meet immediate 
demands. The license fees from rail- 
roads are due in February, and the gen- 
eral taxes begin to come in in January, 
BO that it was only necessary to trans- 
fer from the trust funds for a period 
of about thirty days. Advances might 
have been, secured from the railroad 
companies,' or the state officers might 
have borrowed the amount necessary 
on their personal credit; but to do eith- 
er would have been unwise, not to say 
absurd, while the treasurer had in his 
hands more than a quarter of a million 
dollars belonging, to the trust^ funds 
which he was unable to loan at 4 .per 
cent., the' minimum rate authorized by i 


] statute. Rather, than have the state I

Governor Sjeofiolel Uclieves Its Usefulness 


.Miiy lie 


"The caucus law upon our statute 


books has-'-proven to be a very salu- 
tary measure, and has been commended 
by commissions and individuals in oth- 
er states who are making a. study of 
improved caucus methods. It is com- 
plained in some quarters' that the law 
is cumbersome, but this complaint is 


of the popular sentiment upon the gen- 
eral subject, and I earnestly recom- 
mend that legislation -be enacted giv- 
ing'full effect to the popular will as 
thus expressed. . The theory of the. res- 
olutions is that the acceptance by mem- 
bers of the legislature'or other public 
servants, executive or judicial, of such, 
favors frorc corporations is calculated 
to . influence them .in . their action by 
placing -them uniler a sense of personal 
obligation, and therefore is prejudicial 


i to the public interest.. 
In this view 


neither declaration in my', judgment is 
sufficiently broad to reach and eradi- 
cate -the evil complained of. 


"It is well known that-it has been the 


custom for many years.for the railway 
companies of the state to send to. all ( 
members of the legislature and. public 
officials generally, annual passes for 
themselves: This, to some extent, has 
been true as to express, telegraph and 
sleeping car companies. 
The univer- 


sality of the custom, and the fact, that 
in the distribution of annual passes to 
the members of the legislature no dis- 
crimination has been shown, has tend- 
ed, it is believed, to minimize any pos- 
sible sense of favoritism- or personal 
obligation on the part oE the recipients. 
The real field for favor, and therefore j 
of personal obligation, has been.in the < 
granting of transportation upon the re- | 
.quest of public officials to constituents, 
favors 
not granted as. a matter of 


course, and. therefore possible of being 
construed as-having been -: distributed 
with ulterior purposes, either to influ- 
ence the recipients in future action or 
to reward, them for past action. 


Popular Will on the Snuject. 


It has seemed to me that the "popular 


vill upon the subject can only be ex- 
pressed by legislation which will de-. 
troy the system root and branch; and 
eliminate from-'it, at least' so far as 
state officials are concerned, as far as 
t can be done by» legislation, the pos- 
sibility of any favors directly or. indi- 
rectly in the .matter. Therefore,. I ..be-' 
ieve that the legislation should not be 
restricted to the giving of., passes, by 
the corporations indicated, or their ac- 
ceptance by a: public official for his.own 
use, but that the'proh-ibition should'ex- 
tend to any person upon the request of 
public officials. • In . this view the law 
should prohibit the granting of passes, 
or to the exeeptance of passes or franks, 
to or by public officials of any -kind, 
to 'any person, directly or indirectly, 
upon the. request of'any public official. 
One of the platform declarations is suf- 
ficiently broad to extend the prohibition 
to the granting to,' or acceptance by, 
mayors; aldermen and other public, of- 
ficials of municipalities. 


'All that I.have said upon the sub- 


ject in its relation to state officials cer- 
tainly applies to all municipal authori- 
ties who .have duties .'to .perform, legis- 
lative or otherwise, with, reference to 
local franchises. I recommend,that an 
adequate constitutional amendment be 
submitted to the people in order that, 
if adopted, the prohibition, shall be a 
part of the permanent law of the state, 
beyond reach of legislative modifica- 
tion or reoeal; and that there be 
promptly enacted legislation covering 
the same ground,, to be in force until 
it shall, have been superseded by con-

that to adopt the Vest resolution was 
to .declare that our fathers had brought 
forth a nation that was inferior to'all 
other nations, regardless of the gen- 
erally accepted idea that . one nation 
was the ,equal of another and all equal- 
ly restricted. He maintained that the 
Tight to acquire territory was an in- 
herent right of nationality, and that 
as we have the right to make war and 
to enter into treaty agreements, it fol- 
lows logically that we have the power 


, to acquire territory by conquest and to 
assume the responsibilities that may 
-accrue therefrom. 
Mr. Foraker's as- 


sertion that the acquisition of the Phil- 
ippines was temporary in character 
created a sensation in the chamber. 
He maintained, however, that we have 
a legal right to hold the islands per- 
manently. 


The, assertion of the temporary char- 


acter of our possession of the Philip- 
pine islands created a stir in the cham- 
ber. Mr. Foraker 
reiterated 
it. We 


could not desert the people of the 
Islands, he said, and subject them to 
the risks of disorder, anarchy, misrule 
and mob rule while .they might he still 
unfit for self-government. But our oc- 
cupation was not to be permanent. 


"I do not understand that any one 


desires anything hut the-ultimate in- 
dependence of the people of the Phil- 
ippines," 
said 
he, 
.emphatically; 


"neither the president no: any one in 
this chamber." 


• In conclusion,-Mr, Foraker said-he 


would place in the Record the recent 
proclamation of the president to the 
Insurgents as a declaration, 
of 
the 


spirit and purpose of the United States. 


At 3:10 p. m. the senate, on motion 


of Mr. Davis, the chairman of the for- 
eign relations committee and in charge 
of the treaty of peace, went into execu- 
tive session. When the executive ses- 
sion Convened Senator Davis reported 
the peace treaty, stating that, it had 
not been amended in any respect in 


. the committee. He moved at the same 
•time that the treaty and the proceed- 
ings of the peace -commission he made 
public. 
This motion led to. debate. 


The discussion was brief, however, and 
the motion to 'remove the injunction 
of secrecy prevailed without, divisioji. 
. At the conclusion, of the executive 
session Mr. Morgan (Ala.) announced 
that Mr. Sullivan (Miss.) was not ready 
to proceed with his speech on the Nic- 
aragua canal bill, and on his motion, 
at 3:35 p. m., the senate adjourned.
